Applicants* arguments and amendments filed 02/10/2006 are not persuasive and does not overcome the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. Although the claims are process claims, the 
elements and limitations of each process step are critical and must be evaluated for compliance with the written description requirement. 
As stated in the previous Office Action, the specification discloses a MT-10827 (PERM BP-5785) which is not a not a fungus, but is 
instead an E.coli host cell transformed with a plasmid containing a polynucleotide encoding a bacterial nitrile hydratase from 
Pseudonocardia thermophila JCM3095 (see US Patent 5.910,4352), and its use in converting acylonitirle to its con^esponding amide 
acylamide. No common structural properties and features of the claimed genus of nitrile hydratase of any amino acid sequence and 
structure from any microorganism fungus body have been disclosed. The specification does not disclose representative species of this 
genus of nitrile hydratases for which one skilled in the art can predict and visualize or recognize the identity of the other members of the 
genus. . 
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
